SOU?HERN PROSPERITY A MYTH. 

The boomers who figure out in glowing ar- 
ticles the rapid increase of southern wealth 
may doubt that we are poor—they might be 
right so far as mines and _ factories 
and railroads and towns are concerned, 
but everyone knows that the farming com- 
munities—-those engaged in cotton growing— 
are getting poorer and poorer year by year. 
There are fewer carriages before church doors 
on Sunday than there was a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. Old homesteads are falling into de- 
cay, and stand as gloomy monuments to our 
improvidence. Our gallant southern boys are 
leaving the old plantation homes to the ne- 
groes, while they seek to mend this broken 
fortunes in amore promising field. The coun- 
try gentleman of ante-bellum days is a figure 
of the past, and to-day bears restively the 
critique applied to a ‘Don Caesar de Bazan." 
who, though brave, loyal and magnanimous. is 
living under tke cloud of poverty, and what 
was once the nearest approach to an aristoc- 
racy that ever existed ina republican form of 
government can net now deny the imputation 
cast at them c? ‘shabby genteel.”’ 

How could it be otherwise? Since 1821, for 
five out of Seven decades, together with the 
constant increase of our cotton crop, prices 
have steadily decreased; the exceptions were 
the decades from 1851 to 1850, when California 
and Australia poured out their streams of gold 
and raised a floodtide of prospertty the world 
over.

Weare ad- 
vised by one who made a study of this subject 
and is in position to know that the downward 
tendency of coffee was produced by overpro- 
duction. So great was the crop that the mar- 
ket was glutted and the purchase price did not 
pay for the cultivation and handling; asa re- 
sult, many became so poor that they were 
forced to give it up and many quit on accouns 
of annually losing money; thereupon the pro- 
duction of coffee feil suddenly off and the pur- 
chase price doubled in an incredibly short 
time.

MEANING OF THE VIOTORY. 


Improved Business and Abundant Pros- 
perity. 

The republican victory in the con- 
gressional elections was brilliant and 
conspicuous. There was an adverse 
democratic plurality of ninety-two to 
overcome, a lead which has seldom 
been exceeded by any party in any con- 
gress, but it was casily blotted out and 
a republican majority of ample pro- 
portions put inits place. It is a vic- 
tory over which the republicans can 
well afford to exult. They had heavy 
odds to contend against at the outset 
because of the tremendous majorities 
rolled up by the democracy in 1890and 
1592, and on account of the prestige

surmounted all the obstacles enthus- 
iastically and grandly, and secured a

This will be the first and 
most important result of the congres- 
sional election. The house chosen will 
not only bea barrier against all as- 
saults on the tariff, whether inspired 
by the white house or by the senate, 
but the popular temper which that 
house reveals will ‘infinence legisla- 
tion long before the new congress can 
go into existence. There will be no 
further raids on the country’s indus- 
tries by the present congress. This 
reat republican rising will be a man- 
date from the people to the democracy 
to take its hand off the tarif? immedi- 
ately. The popgun bills which passed 
the house a few months ayo will never 
go through the senate, and the others 
which the democrats of the house 
threatened to pass will never’ see the 
light of day. The war against the na- 
tion’s productive interests and activi- 
ties is ended. Trade will have achance 
to adjust itself to the new conditions, 
the financial clouds will be dispersed, 
and the shackles with which the de- 
mocracy bound commerce will be 
broken. The election is a glorious 
victory for the country. It means im- 
proved business, renewed progress and 
abundant prosperity.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Sickening Details Beginning to Come In. 

BITLis, Sept. 26, 1894.—Troops have 
been massed in the region of the large 
plain near us. Some sickness broke 
out among them which took off two or 
three victims every few days. It was 
a good excuse for establishing the 
quarantine around, with its income 
from bribes, charges and the inevita- 
ble rise in the price of the already 
dear grain. I suspect that one reason 
for placing quarantine was to hinder 
the information as tc what all these 
troops were about in that region. 

There seems little doubt that there 
has been repeated in the region back 
of Moosh what took place in ‘77 in Bul- 
garia. The sickening details are be- 
ginning to come in. As in that case, 
it has been the innocent who have 
been the greatest sufferers. Forty- 
eight villages are said to have been 
wholly blotted out. 





A Viralent Form of Chole)a Caused by 
Stench from Carnage. 

Biriis, Oct. 3, 1894.—No letter from 
Harpool this week, but things have 
been moving on here, and you may be | 
interested to know how matters are. 
A letter received from —— of Moosh, 
yesterday, says that indeed a virwent 
form of cholera is spreadivg in that 
city. Trom twenty-five to thirty-five 
deaths a day occur. Only about 10 per 
cent. of those seized recover. and death 
takes place from five to ten hours af- 
ter. There seems to be coldnes. .in the ex- 
tremities, followed by heat in the same. 
It does not seem to touch tre old or 
those under 15. It is more fatal among 
Moslem women than among others. 

We mistrust that this virulent form 
is due in part to the stench of the car- 
nage which has taken place not far 
back among the mountains, As the 
time goes on the extent of the slaugh- 
ter seems to be confirmed a% greater 
than was first supposed. Six thousand 
is a low figure; it is probably nearer 
10,000. Mr. Halward, the new consul 
at Van, has come directly here, and it 
is said that the other consuls at Erze- 
roum have also been sent te investi- 
gate. 

The government tried to get the peo- 
ple here to sign an address to she sov- 
ereign expressing satisfaction with 
his rule, disclaiming sympathy with 
the Armenians who have “stirred mat- 
ters up,” stating that the thousand 
slain in Talvoreeg met their just 
deserts and that the four ontsiders 
eaptured should be summarily pun- 
ished, expressing regret that it had 
been thought best to send consuls to 
investigate and stating that there was 
no need for their coming.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Round Bales. 

The shipment of cotton, compressed 
by a new method, made from Waco, 
Tex., arrived in Boston recently. It 
was the largest single carload of baled 
cotton that ever arrived in Boston, and 
consisted of 112 bales. They weighed 
53,000 pounds, aad the Boston Journal 
of Commerce says that 15 bales more 
could have been squeezed into the car. 
The average capacity of a box ear is 
50,000 pounds, so that this load of cot- 
ton overrun the standard by 3,000 
pounds, and ts estimated to be 50 per 
cent. more than is prt in the same 
space when the bales ere packed in the 
old-fashioned way. 

The increased capacity is produced 
by what is termed the Bessonette com- 
press, a new method of baling reeetly 
patented. By this method the bales 
are made round. They are about 4 feet 
2 inches in length and 2 feet in diaime- 
ter, with an average weight of about 
500 pounds, and are intended to take 
the place of the old-time box-bales. By 
this method the cotton is taken from 
the condenser and is rolled intoa cylin- 
drical bale, compressed as it is rolled 
up. The airisthes forced out of the 
thin layer or mat.as it comes out of 
the condenser, and is kept out by be- 
ing rolled between two ponderous roll- 
ers of several tons each.

Brilliant Victory of Surgery Over 
the Dreaded Malady. 


IT WAS A LITTLE IRREGULAR, 








But Why Kill a Patient Scientifically 
When a Care Might Be Effected by 
Means Not Down in the Books ?—Miss 
Hetherington in the Hands of New York 


Hospital Surgeons. 


New York, Nov. 30.—The surgeon’s 
scalpel was wielded with new triumph 
at the Long Island clinic, and a pretty 
young woman, dying of acute trismus, 
or malignant lockjaw, was cured, to the 
joy and amazement of the profession 
prescnt. This is said to be the first trial 
of surgery in the treatment of this ex- 
cit ing disease. 

In its mild form trismus is cured in 
about five cases out of ten, but when 
acute is always considered fatal inside 
of 48 hours. The result of the opera- 
tion caused the wildest enthusiasm 
amoung the physicians and surgeons in- 
vited to attend, and the method is to be 
widely published in the medical jour- 
nals. Jt is furthermore believed that it 
will be universally adopted in all the 
hospitals of the world in due time. 

The fortunate subject of the recovery 
is Miss Margurete Hetherington, of Ja- 
maica, one of the largest suburbs of 
this city. Although the sufferer of the 
most rigid paroxysms for nearly three 
days, Miss Hetherington has success- 
fully survived two extremely painful 
operations, and is feeling, she says, ‘‘on 
very good terms with herself and the 
surgeons.”’ 

Miss Hetherington was first discov- 
ered with the symptoms of the dreadful 
malady at daybreak, when her younger 
sister, With Whom sbe roomed, aroused 
the family and announce l that Margna- 
rete niust have hydrophobia, as her 
face Was temporarily convulsed when a 
glass of water was handed to her. 

3y the time Miss Hetherington ar- 
rived at the hospital her jaws were per- 
fectly sealed. She had eaten nothing 
in several days, and was very weak. 
Her life was dispaired of. ‘The opera- 
tion known as tracheotomy—that of 
opening the throat—had to be per- 
formed at onee, in order to obtain prop- 
er nourishuient and stimniant for one 
sufféring so much agony, and to avoid 
exhaustion as much as possible. By 
tracheotomy a glass tube connection in- 
to the gullet or esophagus—the long 
muscular tube carrying food to the 
stomach—was obtained. But this had 
no effect on the continaons spasmodic 
contractions which dwarfed those ex 
hibited in a right lively case of 
“snake, ’ and were terribie to witness. 
Chloroform, in fact, proved to be the 
ouly relief, though the young woman’s 
heart being atfected, made it diffiult and 
most dangerous to administer, As was 
expected, chloroform had to be aban. 
doued, and the d'sease sogp became un- 
controllable, the fair vietiff becoming 
more and more exhausted as the awful 
spasms increased in violence. 

At this period a trial for life was de- 
termined upon by the surgical staff. 
Miss Hetherington was again brought 
into the operating amphitheater, and 
ether administered, Several of the 
most prominent surgeons in the city 
were sent for to witness the operation, 
and actin consultation with Professor 
Bedoe, who had decided to use the knife 
in a new fieid. 

A delicate incision directly under the 
left jaw was first made, and then the 
operator dissected from the flesh, and 
savered asmall portion of that branch 


condition. In this way the enemy was 
eaptured, and could cause no more trou- 
ble, but now it heeame a qhestion as 
to Whether the victim had strength to 
recover her former position. 

To erown the efforts of the surgeons, 
Miss Herherington recovered conscious: 
ness, and soon after began opening and 
closing her mouth with but slight diffi- 
cuity. The Wonnd in. the throat was 
closed, and the glass tube placed in the 
mouth, through which nourishment 
will be taken until the artificial opening 
in the throat is fully healed. When 
this is done, and the swelling reduced 
to the normal size, a perfect cure will 
be the result of an actual experiment 
with life and death, which, though ex- 
tremely daring, and may provoke no 
little harsh criticism from the old school, 
is certainly fully justified. 

It may be well to remark in conelu- 
sion that if by this new method a for- 
merly ineurable form of disease is mas- 
tered, Why discourage it because it is 
not in accoranece with surgical classics ?

AN INTERIOR NAVY. 


Secretary Herbert Asked to Alé the Va- 
rious States in the Unies. 


WasHINGTON, Nov. 30.—In conmec- 





Secretary Herbert of the necessity fer 
the procurement of a number of new 
torpedo boats, a proposition hae been 
made to him whereby the navy may be 
made very popular in the vast interior 
of the United States, where it is now al- 
most unknown, and, more im ant 
still, the navy may hold at its disposal 
a large force of trained sailors, particu 
larly expert in the torpedo service, which 
there is now no s@equate opportunity 
to develop. 

The plan in brief is for the govern- 
ment to build a large number of torpe- 
do boats and to lend them to the states’ 
naval militia to be used at any point on 
the river, lake or even canal, where wa- 
ter may be found, to navigate them. 
There are very few states where the 
smaller boats of this kind may not find 
some water to navigate, and with the 
inducement of the free use of such & 
craft, it is not doubted that naval mil- 
itiamen will be forthcoming in states 
where there is no other means of dril- 
ling them. 

Competent engineers and ordnance 
officers would be detailed to instruct 
the militia in the use of these boats, 
and the men would be free to avail of 
them for drills and even for excursions, 
with the understanding that they should 
employ no outside help, but would per- 
form every office on the boat them- 
selves, steering, firing and running the 
enginés. 

It has also been established that the 
smaller torpedo boats can be moved 
from point to point quickly by rail, so 
that in case of war a great number of 
these indispensable crafts could bé con- 
centrated at any threatened point on the 
coast, all mranned by crews thoroughly 
familiar with their boats and expert in 
torpedo drill, constituting an adjunct of 
alinost inestimable value. 

One of the strongest features of the 
plan, which, of course, would require 
congressional sanction, is that, owing to 
cheapness of the small torpedo boats as 
compared with a full sized warship, the 
very moderate appropriation, not more 
than would be required to build one bat- 
tleship, would procure 50 of the torpedo 
boats. \
